Ohio State and Clemson 
universities will meet for 
the ‘first time ever next 
Friday night, and while 
both teams will be playing 
away from home, Clemson 
is making .its second 
consecutive appearance in 
the Gator Bowl, a 34-3 
embarrassment last year 
on behalf of Pitt. 

But Coach Charley Pell 
and Clemson are back, for 
certain thinking about its 
previous non-show in the 
nationally televised bowl, 
and probably thinking 
Atlantic Coast Conference 
player of the year for the 
second straight year, 

uarterback Steve Fuller 

is time can connect with 
All-America split end Jerry 
Butler. 

Butler has gathered in 54 
passes this year, and 
Clemson. wouldn't mind if 
he and Fuller teamed up for 
enough completions to 
send the Buckeyes home in 
a rotten mood for the New 
Year. 

And while Fuller and the 
Tigers aren't dependent on 
the pass, Fuller showed he 
knows how to fling it when 
he went over Maryland for 
216 yards in just eight 
completions in 17 at- 
temps. On the year, he 
accounted for 1,392 yards 
passing and 611 rushing, 
averaging 182 total’ yards 
per game. 

Five of Fuller's eight 
tosses against Maryland 
went to the fleety Butler, 
who finished ninth 
nationally in receiving 
yardage, for 140 yards. And 
the we-know-how-to fly 
duo no doubt has heard 
travelling against the 
Buckeye secondary isn't 
exactly the surest way to be 
grounded. 

But the ground doesn't 
frighten the Tigers. It's 
been their growl against 
opponents enroute to a 10- 
1 record, losing to Georgia 
in the second game, 12-0. 

Leading rusher, tailback 
Lester Brown, kept to the 
turf for 1006 yards, 
including five games with 
more than 100 yards. His 
companion, fullback 
Marvin Sims, rambled for 
651 yards. Led by last 
year's All-America. guard 
Joe Bostic, together they 
averaged more than 10 
yards per carry. 

The big gainers helped 
Clemson average 296.6 
yards per game to more 
than balance its 140 yard 
average through the. air. 
The total offensive 
package showed 436.7 
yards per game to the 
opponent's 254.1 average. 

That disparity was aided 
by a couple of linebackers 
who too like the ground, 


that is, seeing the other 
team’s ball carriers lying on 
it. Bubba Brown and Randy 
Scott sat on the opposition 
266 times, Brown making 
148 tackles and Scott 


adding 118. 
Some of the Tigers other 
notables include 23 


interceptions and 13 
fumble recoveries by the 
defense, 253 offensive first 
downs to the opponents’ 
165, and 351 total points to 
the opponents’ 16. 

Clemson's 10 victories 
came against the Citadel, 
58-3; Villanova, 31-0; VPI, 
38-7; Virginia, 30-14; Duke, 
28-8; North Carolina State, 
33-10; Wake Forest, 51-6; 
North Carolina, 13-9; 
Maryland, 28-24; and 
South Carolina, 41-23. 

They'll be seeking 
victory number 12 against 
the Buckeyes to maintain 
their second longest 
winning streak in the 
nation, second only to 
Penn State. 

Meanwhile Ohio State's 
football team returned to 
the gridiron last week in 
preparation for the 
champions of the Atlantic 
Coast Conference. Two 
pavers were injured in the 

uckeyes'’ third practice 
session. Split end Rod 
Gerald received a shoulder 
bruise and reserve middie 
guard Terry Bach had an 
knee operation. 

Coach Woody Hayes has 
had some good weather for 
his Buckeyes to work 
outside.in the stadium 
instead of indoors at 
French Field House. The 
Buckeyes will not leave for 
Jacksonville until Dec. 26. 

Last year the squad 
arrived in New Orleans on 
Dec. 20 for its game with 
Alabama in the Sugar Bowl 
On Jan. 1, 1978. 

The Tigers should find 
the Buckeyes some hard 
nuts to crack when they 
meet for the first time ever 
in the Gator Bowl. OSU will 
have an experienced 
quarterback to lead them 
against the Tigers.

Newspaper Says ‘No’ 
To Photograph Of 
Black, White Couple 


Human shortcoming — bigotry — or mechanical shortc- 
oming — poor camera equipment — in Findlay, Ohio, 
resulted in the city's white-owned newspaper not pub- 
lishing a photograph of the high school's white homec- 
oming queen and black king, both elected by the over- 
whelmingly white student body, according to ‘a Clev- 
eland newspaper. 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer reported in an Oct. 24 edit- 
ion that the city’s daily newspaper, the Courier 
assigned a photographer to take pictures of the crown- 


- ing of Dave Smith and Beth Nesier. The photographer 


reportedly offered a photograph of the two together and 
- one of Ms. Nesler alone. 

The Courier's decision was to use the single picture of 
Ms. Nesler because, according to managing editor Rob- 
ert Hesse, the other photograph would not have reprod- 
uced well, which could have resulted in Smith's appear- 
ance as a dark mass beside Ms. Nesler. 

Yet, the newspaper reported, the Findlay high school 
newspaper printed the photograph without adverse repr- 
oduction of quality. ~ 

Students at the schoo! accused the Courier of practic- 
ing bigotry. How the high school newspaper acquired 
the picture is not clear, although Ms. Nesler said she 
gave the newspaper the picture. 

According to the Cleveland newspaper, the northwest- 
ern Ohio city of Findlay has a population of about 40,000, 
less than 600 of its residents black. s 

The Courier later offered to take a picture of Smith to 
publish alone. When that picture was published, the 
Courier ran a caption 9 the picture of Smith with 
Ms. Nesler was unsuitable for reproduction.

—- The Columbus Community Inter- 


cultural Program (CCIP), is obviously 
not a school in the true meaning of 
the word, but it is offering an educa- 
tional program for our children that 
all parents should be grateful for, 
indeed. 

The CCIP, under the direction of 
Dr. Gregory Thomas, teaches child- 
ren about the customs and living hab- 
its of various races and nationalities 
from around the globe. Learning 
about different cultures of the world, 
is a glaring void our public schools 
have failed to come to grip with. 

The brainchild of three social agen- 
cies, the Columbus Metropolitan

MaggieWalkerBlazedNew 
Paths For Black Women 


By HOWARD JONES 


Businesswoman, journalist, mother, 
teacher and more -- all of these were hats 
worn by Maggie Mitchell Walker. She was 
born in Richmond, Virginia, July 15, 1867. 
This was during the era in American His- 
tory known as Reconstruction. The slaves 
had been recently freed, and black men 
and black women were beginning to 
experiment with the various facets of 
something called “freedom,” 

One of the main tenets of this concept. 
dealt with a person-or persons not having 
to depend upor‘others economically. In 
order to achieve this end, around the 
country, black people started to orgahize 
self-help social clubs that not only 
created social bonds, but tried to give 
financial stability to a community that 
literally was penniless in a larger com- 
munity that had plenty of money but, still 
expected this smaller new community to 
be able to equally compete economically, 
socially and politically. 

One of the self-help social clubs, was 
the Independent Order of St. Luke. This 
one had been founded in Richmond by a 
small group of black men. The Order of St. 
Luke consisted of subsidiaries like a real 
estate association, an insurance com- 
pany, a savings bank, a retail store, a 
printing plant and a newspaper. Members 
paid something like ten cents a week. 

Maggie, Walker's father had been a 
member of the Order of St. Luke. Upon his 
death, while Maggie was very young, her 
mother took up the task of paying the 


dime a week dues. 

A child who was gifted in dealing with 
numbers, Maggie Mitchell Walker gradu- 
ated from the Richmond Normal and 
Colored School around 1882. Trying to 
immediately break into the business 
world, she was rebuffed, but she did not 
give up hope. She accepted a job as a 
public school teacher at a salary of $20.00 
a month 

At nineteen years of age, she married 
Armistead Walker and became the mother 
of two sons. Thereafter, she attended the 
Richmond Business College and, again 
tried to enter the business world. Again, 
she met with rejection and found the only 


* way to get her foot in the door of the busi- 


ness world was to accept virtually a maid's 
job at St. Luke for about $8.00 a month. 

From here she took an organization that 
was nearly bankrupt with about 1,000 
members in 1900 and within seven years, 
she increased the membership to over 
20,000. Eventually under her leadership, 
membership ‘in the Order of St. Luke 
reached over 100,000. ; 

Continuing her formal education, she 
received a master's degree in business 
administration in 1925 from Virginia 
Union University. After 1925, she founded 
the St. Luke Bank and Trust Co. By 
becoming its first president, she became 
the first black female bank president in 
the history of the nation. 

Bank president, former teacher, mother 
and wife. and for over thirty years editor of 
the St. Luke Herald, Maggie Mitchell 
Walker diec December 15, 1934

The city of Cleveland deserves a 
better fate than it has received at the 
hands of Mayor Dennis J. Kucinich.

Perhaps the greatest problem which 
any black writer must tackle is that of 
persuading the reader that his exper- 
ience is at once unique though ordinary, 
that he is American though black, and 


that these paradoxical relationships 
represent an angle of vision to which no 
other Americans can quite lay claim. 
With: his Pulitzer prizewinning collec- 
tion of short stories ‘Elbow Room” 
(1977), James Alan McPherson has 
staked his claim to our attention. For he 
has centered his fiction precisely on this 
paradox, and has undertaken with narra- 
tive skill and aesthetic judgment a major 
re-evaluation of the Afro-American 
literary ‘tradition. These well-crafted, 
searching stories explore the different 


frontiers of consciousness which have - 


been created in this country as a result of 
racism by journeying, with grace and 
courage, into the wilderness af American 
myth and history, into those areas where 
individuality surrenders to tribal fears 
and nightmarish responses when faced 
with color. 

In their effort to repudiate the 
American myth and history, many black 
writers, during the 60's froced them- 
selves into extreme ideotgicel-and 
rhetorical postures. Individuality came to 
be suspect, for them, and aesthetic judg- 
ment a retreat before the task of provid- 
ing color a positive valuation, What came 
to be known during this period as the 
Black Arts Movement sought to-seloeate 
the question of black identity in an 
African Golden Age. Old stereotypes of 
black people as anti-technological or a 
as technologically naive, though 
feeling people, whose consciousness 
had been created from an agricultural 
anthropology, were now gathered up by 
these writers and portrayed as images or 
regeneration in which the fatien 
American world was repudiated in the 
name of an African paradise lost.

The Liquor Sale Snafu 


‘Some people in the 18th Ward 
know now that being vindictive and 
punitive doesn't pay. Their effort to 
get Cleveland businessman Winston 
Willis, backfired in a way no one 
anticipated. 

When the Nov, 7 local option votein 
two precincts in the 18th Ward were 
counted, the vote was overwhelm- 
ingly against the sale of liquor in the 
area Mr. Willis was seeking to open up 
for the sale of liquor. 

It so happened that the state law 
requires that a vote on the sale of 
liquor must involve two contiguous 
precincts. One of the precincts 
selected was dry, the other was wet. 
In the wet precinct, there are several 
bars, clubs and carry-out stores. 

None of them realized that wha- 
tever the vote was, it would apply to 
both precincts. Those persons oper- 
ating in the wet precinct now realize 
that in supporting Ward Councilman 
Artha Mae Woods’ opposition to Win- 
ston Willis, they have voted them- 
selves out of business. It's going to 
mean bankruptcy for some. Since, 
under the law no new liquor option 
election can be held in these two pre- 


cincts for four years. the nationally - 


prestigious Cleveland Playhouse, 
which is in the wet precincts, may 
accede to the wishes of some of its 
supporters and move out to a subur- 
ban location. 

The loss of these places that sell 
liquor, will mean not only the loss of 
invested black capital and a valuable 
liquor permit, but the loss of jobs to 
black workers in these places.

Law To Cure 
Dems Dilemma 


It may not offer a consolation to Ohio Democrats, but 
Republican Gov. James A. Rhodes will become a lame 
dyck governor on Jan. 8, 1979. And even though 

will have to contend with him for four more long years, 

come 1984, the State Constitution will do for them 
something they vigorously tried, but failed to do over a 
16 year period. Thus, the law will ease a Democratic 
dilemma. 

The Constitution says that a governor shall not 
succeed himself at the end of two consecutive four 

year terms in office. Rhodes after serving as governor 
from 1963 to 1971, bounced back four years jater for 
another term and repeated it again at the Nov. 7, 1978 


‘election. : 
in simple terms, this means that Rhodes has been a 


flea under the Democrats collar for a long time. And 
while the constitution puts no restrictions to age, the 
Democrats cannot conceive the possibility of Rhodes 
coming in 1988 at which time he will be pushing the 80 
year bracket. 

But the fact that Rhodes, as a candidate, will be out of 
the political picture in 1984, it doesn’t necessarily mean 
that he will not be involved. As a result, speculations as 
to whom his successor will be has already begun 
among political observers. , 

While many argue that Lt. Gov. Elect . George V. 
Voinovich, Rhodes’ handpicked running mate is a 
logical choice, they concede that politics is a strange 
game and that anything can happen between now and 
four years hence. However, they all appear to agree 
that Rhodes will-have a strong hand in selecting the 
candidate to succeed him when the party bidding 
begins. . | 

On the Democratic side of the political ledger, like — 
Voinovich, Lt. Gov. Richard F. Celeste would seem to 
be the logical Democratic gubernatorial candidate in 
1984. But political prognosticators would advise not to 
bet on it. They readily acknowledge that Celeste gave 
Rhodes a close race for his money, but point. out thata 
lot of things can happen between the ‘stirrup and the 
ground’. 

With Rhodes out of the way, Democrats can be 
expected to stage a vicious primary campaign for the 
gubernatorial nomination. Assuming that Celeste will 
be among them, he’s virtually certain to have plenty 
company, they predict. 

One man the forecasters see as a formidable 
candidate in1984isAtty. Gen. William (Billy Boy) 
Brown. Brown, it is notea, will be completing his third 
four year term and he is known to have had his eyes set 
on the governor's office for a long time. 

With a strong .and faithful organization behind him, 
‘Brown they contend willhave built such a huge 
financial war chest by 1983, that if he decides to go 
‘after the gubernatorial nomination, he'll be awfully 

hard to beat.

Hopkins, an unusual black 
woman who died in a fire 
in Cambridge, Mass. in 
1930. Southern Illinois 
University Press has 
published her book as the 
22nd title in its critically- 
acclaimed ‘Lost American 
Fiction’ series after its 
recent re-discovery. 

Gwendolyn Brooks, 
Pulitzer Prize-winning 

- poet laureate of Iilinois, 
provides an Aftérword 
which makes clear how 
delicate a task 
Pauline Hopkins faced in 
writing this novel of the in- 
tertwinings of a white and 
a black family; over three 
generations. ~ 

In Contending Forces 
the author tells her share 
of horror stories; a white 
man who would free his 
slaves is summarily shot, 
his wife bound to a post 
and whipped; black field 
hands serving sadistic 
bosses; even two generat- 
ions later, black women 
ravished and black men 
lynched, usually for a sup- 
posed rape. Her discussion 
of lynching and rape is one 
of the sanest, most fasc- 
inating in literature. 

This woman, who was so 
far ahead of her time, 
believed that the black 
man could help himself, 
that he could educate him- 
self and his white brothers 
and therefore make 
needed changes. Even

Monument To Selma 


. One of the most troubling aspects of the education of 
black youths today is the yawning gap in their knowl- 
edge about their history. That our youths so often are 
ignorant of great contributions that such people as 
Rosa Parks made in bringing down the walls of segre- 
gation in the south and elsewhere in America is not 
only an awkward but a dangerous reality that must 


promptly be corrected. 


This fault rests not only with the public school sys- 
tem, which by and large continues to neglect the teach- 
ing of black history but also with black elders, parents, 
aunts, uncles, in-laws and friends. Rarely in human 
society has there been a case in which people have not 
developed structures for passing along through suc- 
ceeding generations happenings of earlier years. With- 
out this fundamental structure of conditioning, which 
is required for survival as well as for group progress, 
future black generations are truly threatened. 

So every black:child should have some knowledge 
today of people like Mrs. Parks, who, weary of the 
humiliations of a Jim Crow South, dione braved the 
unbelievably oppressive forces in 1955. She refused to 
rise and move to the back of a city bus in Montgomery 
sothata white man could have her seat. 

How soon we forget. As a result, these youths are 
hardly prepared to meet the increasingly complex 
social challenges today. Also, blacks as a whole too. 
often neglect to support the institutions tha were cru- 
cial to their survival -- the black church, black colleges, 
the black press -- and the NAACP. 

Taking a very commendable step in creating a 
reminder of one phase of this recent, epic struggle, the 
National Funeral Directors and Morticians Association 
is about to construct a permanent tribute to the epic 
Selma to Montgomery march. The monument will be, 
built outside Brown's Memorial Chapel in Selma, Ala.

Youth referrals for the 
program come from Juven- 
ile Court, the Columbus 
public schools, Childrens 
Services-Unruly Unit, other 
sacial service agencies, 
and parents. After a youth 
has been referred, he or 
she is matched up with a 


.» community volunteer who 


has been recruited and tr- 
ained by the ONE TO ONE 
professional staff. The dur- 
ation of a match is nine 
months to a year. 

The volunteer is a friend 
and role-nodel for the 
youth. The volunteer prov- 
ides a stable, non-judgem- 
ental relationship for the 
youth, 

The volunteer and his or 
her junior partner set up 
their own schedule as to 
where and when to meet 
and the kind of activities to 
engage in. With the helpful 


Supervision of a ONE TO 
ONE coordinator, they 
work together and explore 
alternatives for the youth's 
anti-social behavior.

NEIGHBORHOODCOUNCIL REVIEWS 
ACHIEVEMENTS, SETS NEW GOALS 


The Pembroke Ave. 
‘Good Neighbor Council, at 
j@ recent meeting at the 
‘home of the president, Mrs. 
1. Alma Taylor, 1622 Pem- 
broke Ave., reflected on 
‘some of the major achieve- 
sments over the past several 
“years. 

The Council, according 
to’ Mrs. Taylor, meets 
regularly for the purpose of 
discussing plans to 
“upgrade living conditions 
of area residents and to 
help make the community 
@ moresdesirable, attrac- 
tive and safe place in 
which to live, work and 
play.” 

Achievements noted at 
the recent meeting in- 
clude, improved street 
lighting in the area. 
Petitions signed by the 


members and filled. with 
the Division of Electricity, 
resulted in the installation 
of new Mercury Vapor 
overhead street lights on 
Parkwood, Pembroke, Har- 
vard and Emerald Aves. 

In filing the petitions, the 
Council noted that well 
lighted streets would curb 
the high rate of crime, 
violence and juvenile 
delinquency which had 
plagued the neighborhood 
after dark. 

Another accomplishment 
which goes all the way 
back to 1969 
when the facilities of Pil- 
grim Elementary School 
playground were expanded 
and new equipment was 
provided for the enjoyment 
of children of the area. To

jacent properties were pur- 
chased by the Columbus 
Board of Education. 

The success of this pro- 
ject was due to a joint ef- 
fort ox the Council and 
concerned community 
leaders, Mrs. Taylor points 
out. 

As a result of efforts of 
the Council's Action Com- 
mittee, Pilgrim School and 
the playground are presen- 
tly “undergoing some 
much needed face lifting,” 
Mrs. Taylor reports. 

During the month of No- 
vember, the playground 
swings were repaired, new 
basketball nets and sliding 
board were installed and a 
new piece of playground 
equipment was. added. 

On behalf of the Council, 
the President exptessed 
sincere thanks to all who 
showed concern, with a 
special thanks to Mel 
Dodge, director of Rec- 
reation and Parks Division, 
for “recognizing the needs 
of area children at the 
school playground as well 
as a concerted effort to 
help improve, the com- 
munity in general.” 

In addition to its im- 
mediate community con- 
cern, the Council has also 
been deeply involved in

“We are telling our story 
because of inspite of the 
Council's success during 
its 11-year existence, we 
have: only scratched the 
surface,” explained Mrs. 
Taylor. 

Pointing out that “there 
is a very great need in this 
area for upgrading and im- 
proving the beautification 
of the community,” the 
Council hopes this story 
‘will inspire other 


‘residents to join together 


in their immediate neigh- 
borhoods and form block 
clubs to press for upkeep 
and improvement of their 
respective communities.” 

“It has been the Coun- 
cil's experience that small 
organized groups can 
solve their neighborhood 
problems more effectively, 
for they are at the center of 
the needs for immediate 
action,” she added. 

By creating a feeling of 
friendliness with the neigh- 
borhood and developing 
an understanding among 
area residents of the com- 
mon problems they face, 
“can lead to all enjoying a 
mhealthier, cleaner, and 
more attractive neigh- 
borhood climate in which 
to live, work and play,” 
Mrs. Taylor concluded.
